2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. The closest prior art, Dai Nippon, discloses a multi-layered adhesive tape to be 
adhered to an electronic part. Although the reference teaches the addition of a layer 
having conductive properties, the reference does not teach depositing a conductive 
layer having a thickness in the applicant's claimed range. It is the examiner's position 
that the deposition of a conductive layer having the specified thickness in the applicant's 
claimed cover tape and method for forming the cover tape would provide a novel and 
unobvious step over the prior art.
